If the claim is not made within the time mentioned, it is barred. 

This money has been deposited with the Proctor Trust 
Company, and the income can be used only for school purposes. 

$50.00 was turned over to the Town from the Estate of 
Thomas Smith, the income of which is to be used for the care of 
his grave in the Riverside Cemetery. This money was also de- 
posited in the Proctor Trust Company. 

The car of chloride, bought this year is nearly all on hand, 
and should supply our needs for the coming season. 

The iron bridge, crossing the Rutland Railroad, south of 
the railroad station, and the iron bridge at the double road were 
painted this season, and extensive repairs were made on the floor 
and roof of Gorham, Bridge. 

A number of our village streets have never been legally laid 
out, and the surveys and plans necessary for doing this were 
made during the summer. 

The Town has carri-ed a tem.porary loan from the Proctor 
Trust Company of $8,000 since 1922. We would recommend 
that the Town pay at least $2,000 on this loan each year.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 



Our community has been unusually free from the more 
serious communicable diseases during the period covered by this 
report. 

There has been an extensive epidemic of German measles 
and a moderate one of chicken pox. Both of these diseases, 
however, are the mildest of those reportable. 

There have been reported three cases of scarlet fever, one of 
diphtheria, two of erysipelas, two of mumps, sixty-eight of chick- 
en pox, and one hundred forty-three cases of German measles. 

One hundred thirteen dwellings have been placarded. Of 
these only four were placed under full quarantine. 

The usual periodic examination of the drinking water has 
been made, and once during the summer a sample of water from 
the upper reservoir was sent to the State Laboratory for analysis. 
The report on this sample, as well as those on the regular water 
supply was good.
